The prior art of record fails to show to suggest a shelving rack, as specifically called for 
in the claimed combination of claim 27, whereby the main shelf portion extends from the front 
beam receptacle to an apex (see lines 30-31) and the rear edge portion extends downwardly from 
a position spaced above the respective rear beam at the apex (see lines 37-38). 

The prior art of record fails to show or suggest a shelving rack which comprises each 
shelf to be formed from wire mesh with longitudinal wires across the depth and transverse wires 
across the width thereof whereby the longitudinal wires are bent adjacent a rear edge of the shelf 
thereby forming a downwardly turned rear edge portion so that the bottom thereof engages into 
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the rear receptacle (see last 7 lines of the claim), as specifically called for in the claimed 
combination of claim 31.
